There are two neat examples of how govern-

Generally speaking, it is perfectly true that a 
community gets about the quality of government 
it deserves. Still, we believe Chicago deserves 
something better than it is getting. The fault, we 
believe, is largely in the institution of the city coun- 
cil. The council can and does act as a brake. It is 
responsible for most. of the delays. It consists of 
fifty men, some of whom are grossly incompetent 
and many more of hm are only st 01 ent.

BREAKING FAITH WITH CHINA. 

Chicago, June 27.—Will you allow me 
space to sppplement three excellent let- 
ters on the situation in China, that have 
appeartd recently in your columns? 

At the Washington conference, about 
which Americans are pleased to boast 50 
much, the United States entered into an 
agreement called the nine power treaty. 
This compact promised China many 
things. 

Shantung has been restored. The twen- 
ty-one demands, made by Japan, have 
| been abolished. None of the other acts 


| of restitution and assistance promised at. 


that conference has come to pass. 
The conference definitely and specific- 


ally promised China that “ extraterri- 
toriality ’’ would be abolished and that 


China would be given economic auton- 
omy; i. e., that China would be left to 
manage her own economic problems in- 
dependent of foreign overlords. 

Today China is no more mistress of 


her own taxes, er her own factories than 


she ever has been in our generatiou, 
and the foreigners still remain to run 
things and parcel out “ spheres of in- 
fluence in spite of the. promises. 

Extraterritoriality is the system under 
which foreigners. in China are not sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of Chinese law 
courts, but are subject only to tribunals 
consisting of their own countrymen. It 
is as though in Chicggo, for example, all 
the Greeks, all the English, all the Ital- 
lans in the city insisted on disregarding 
American laws and courts and set up 
Greek courts for Greeks, English courts 
for Engligh, Italian courts for Italians, 
and so on and on. But that is what they 
are doing in China in spite of our promise 
to the contrary. 

One of the cardinal principles of a 
British or of an American is that « 
decent man lives up to his contracts, and 
t both Britain and America made a 
solemn promise which they have not kept, 
have not ever begun to keep, so that 
any one could notice. 

China has trusted the United States, 
respected us, sent her sons to us to be 
educated for many more years than most 
of us are old. The Chinese are very old 
friends of ours. China followed us into 
the worſd war. Our record in China used 
to be clean and honorable and our posi- 
tion enviable, . E R. How, ©

Chicagos record of 238 deaths by vic- 
lence, including murders, mansiaught- 
ers and justifiable homicides, but not 
automobile killings, in the six months 
ending Tuesday night, represent a 30 
cent increase over the total of 185 for 
the same period last year. 

During the six.months, twenty-five 
persons were killed by policemen when 
they resisted arrest and in the same 
period, seven policemen lost their lives 
in clashes os ith gunmen and bandits. 
In the first six months of 1924, twelve

Ninety-four of the slayings were com- 
mitted in the streets during brawls and 
quarrels. of one kind or another, ac- 
cording to the report.
